The entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the 
required reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) was 
unintentional. Because Applicants are filing this petition more than one year after 
the date of abandonment of this application. Applicants have included a showing 
herein as to how the delay in discovering the abandoned status of the application 
occurred, despite the exercise of due care and diligence on the part of the 
Applicants. 

After not responding to the Office Action dated February 8, 2005, the 
application was inadvertently abandoned. During this time, there was never any 
intention of abandoning the application.
